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DISTRICT AFFAIRS 


This committee is pleased to report 
that as a result of its efforts: 


(1) The New Hampshire Avenue entrance to 

the Channel House Restaurant has been 

closed and can only be used as an emergency 
exit, thereby greatly decreasing the nightly 
disturbances on the street. . Efforts to 
require revocation of this restaurant's 


‘liquor license are continuing both in 


court and before the ABC Board. 


(2) The attempt to thrust a high-rise 
apartment into the midst of the small 
houses on 25th Street has been defeated 

by action of the Zoning Commission. We 
are now fighting an effort to use this land 
as a commercial parking lot. 


(3) All apartment buildings in Foggy 
Bottom have had their incinerator screens 
checked by the smoke-control officials. 


(4) A new grocery store moving into the 
area will conform in signs and decor to 
the character of the surrounding federal 
architecture. 


(5) The police of the Third Precinct have 
taken a new interest in the maintenance of 
the peace and quiet of: the area. 


On the negative side, we have been 
unable to block the neon signs on the 
Howard Johnson Motor Hotel due to lack 
of any D.C. regulations precluding them; 
and we still have hard fights ahead on 
both the Channel House Restaurant liquor 
license and the parking lot application. 


We appreciate your cooperation with us 
in writing to D.C. agencies and appearing 
at hearings. We need your continued support 
in our efforts to maintain the unique 
residential quality of Foggy Bottom. If 
we can help you in any way, please call 
Bob Green (FE 3-4149), Chairman of the 
District Affairs Committee, or Bill Simon 
(FE 3-7514), Chairman of the Public Service 
Subcommittee.
